session of the Working Group on Arbitrary Detention will 
take place in Geneva from 8 to 12 May 2006.

Abd al-Hadi al-Iraqi; Muharamed al-Darbi; Ramzi bin al-Shibh; 
Abd a 1 -Rahim al-Nashiri; Mohammed Omar Abdel -Rahman ; Mustafa 
al-Hawsawi; Khalid Sheikh Mohammed; Majid Khan; Yassir al- 
Jazeeri; Ali Abdul Aziz Ali; Waleed Mohammed bin Attash; 
Tariq Mahmood; Hassan Ghul; Musaad Aruchi; Mohammed Naeem 
Noor Khan; Ahmed Khalfan Gailani; Abu Faraj al-Libi and 
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Ramzx Binalshibh, all of them reportedly detained under 
United States custody. These cases were transmitted on 8
